The Standing Committee on Freedmen of the last General Assem- 
bly recommended the following, which was unanimously adopted, in 
regard to the election of a secretary to take the place'of the ‘late Rev. 
A. ©. McClelland: “No other office to-day in the gift of the Church 
presents greater opportunities ‘for usefulness, or devolves a heavier re- 
sponsibility upon its occupant, than that which has just been vacated. 

e recommend that the Assembly instruct their Committee to feel no 
hesitation in calling to that post the ablest and best qualified man, 
(whether minister or layman,) whoever he may be, and wherever. he 
may be found.” After careful inquiry and.:the most. delicate consid- 
eration, the Committee in June elected as its secretary Rev. R. H. 
Allen, D. D., pastor of the Pine Street Presbyterian Church, Phila- 
delphia, whose knowledge of the colored people and yeeeey in their 
behalf are well known ; and information received from all quarters con- 
vinced the Committee that in making this selection it expressed the 
sentiment of the Church. Dr. Allen accepted the appointment, but 
owing to the claims of the church he had served so acceptably for 
fourteen years, he was not able to enter upon his new duties until 
September. Since that time he has been engaged for the most part in 
presenting the claims of the Freedmen to churches in the East, which 

ave been cordially opened, and in making arrangements for extension 
of the work in the future. 
_ The contributions to this cause, while they have not béen as lar 
as we hoped, have still been encouraging. Though for most of the 
year there was no secretary in the field to stimulate the churches, the 
entire receipts from churches and individuals have increased ‘over 
those of last year $5,074.80, with an increase of ninety-one contrib- 
uting churches. We confidently hope that next yedr will show a 
decided increase in both these regards. When it was understood that

Nor would we forget that ‘not a few of the white churches reported as 


not contributing are in much the same condition. 

The moneys credited to Freedmen’s churches include only the 
amounts reported to the Committee as given in support of our mis- 
sionaries among them, and for the various other objects which pertain 
to church work in this field. The Freedmen have done much in the 
érection and repair of churches and school houses, of the money value 
of which no estimate has been formed. We may also say that the 
churches composed of the Freedmen are encouraged to contribute to 
all the Boards of our Church ; and we believe that not a few of them

Most of these ministets have large fields. to care for, including, i in 
some cases, four, six, and seven churches. The. catechists are very 
useful assistant missionaries, and have done a large. ‘amount of valuable 
church and Sabbath school work. The teachers are commissioned, 
not as mere educators, but .as Christian missionaries. 

As a rule, your Committee employs as teachers only members of the 
Presbyterian: Chureh; and,in. general, they seem to realize that their 
‘mission is not educational merely, but religious as well, making prayer, 
praise, Scripture lessons, and catechetical instruction a constant accom- 
‘paniment to the daily routine of school exercises. 

In this missionary spirit of ourteachers, as we think, lies one grand 
power of our work. With daily access to the minds and hearts of 
thousands, at a period when the memory is most retentive, and the 
- heart most susceptible, their opportunities for doing good can not well

OF THE COLORED)POPULATION, 
Many have supposed that the colored population of. the South, after 
their emancipation, would‘ diminish and '‘pérhaps die out ultimately, 
- owing to the’ fact that they knew nothing about Lebar 4 and caring 
for themselves and their families, as this had been done heretofore by . 
their owners; but the late census shows a totally different state of 
things. The increase of the colored people in the slave states from 
1850 to 1860 was about nineteen per’cent. , Their total guerre in 
1860 was 4,018,389; in 1870 they had increased 223,614, making a 
total of 4,242,003—an increase at the rate of almost five and a half 
per cent. In 1880 they had increased to 6,037,872, or ata rate of 
about thirty-four per cent., while the white population: in: the same 
original slave states shows an increase of not quite twenty-eight per 
cent. It must be remembered, too, that this increase of the colored 
people is entirely by native birth. More colored people left these 
states during every one of these decades than came to them. — 

It will be noticed also that the rate of growth by birth in a state of 
freedom has been much more rapid than in a state of slavery; thirty- 
four per cent. being the rate since they were emancipated, while 
twenty-two per cent. was the average of increase during the last. two 
decades in- a state of slavery. These facts clearly indicate that the 
physical condition of the colored people has-been greatly improved 
since they became free men, and no longer merchantable chattels to. be 
bought and sold. The total colored population of our country to-day 
‘is 6,577,151. In South Carolina three fifths of the whole population 
are colored ; in Louisiana and Mississippi from one half to three fifths 
are colored; in Alabama, District of Columbia, Florida, Georgi 
North Carolina, and Virginia, from one third to one half of the whole 
are colored; in Arkansas and Tennessee one fourth to one third are 

colored ; nearly one eighth of the whole population of the United 
States consists of colored people, so that every eighth person in the , 
land isacolored person. | 

It is very evident from these facts that the colored race is not to die 
out. In the mere matter of numbers it has become an important fac- 
tor in our country, and is destined to exercise a tremendous power for 
good ‘or evil in the land. This race has fastened itself upon our soil 
as well as upon the institutions of the land. It is not to be separated 
from the white race, but is to advance and develop as it advances and 
develops. We can not get clear of this race. God’s providence has 
cast their lot in with ours, and our civilization can advance only as we 
take them with us. It has been well said that “ This is not, and ‘is not 
_to be, the white man’s government or the black man’s government ; | 
but is, and is to be, the government of both races. Neither will nor 
can supersede the other. Both are to live together, and share together 
in the good or ill of a common country. The Constitution of the 
United Btaties gives to both a common citizenship, without any dis- 
ae inches ‘on account of race, color, or previous condition of servi-

As a beginning of the Industrial Department, one hundred acres 
of land have been obtained by the Institute, at convenient distance 
from the town, with about thirty acres wood land, well situated for 
cultivation, improvement, and instruction. It needs but a small out- 
lay, and the foundation is successfully laid for the practical education 
of multitudes of colored youths through generations to come. 

For this small outlay assistance is earnestly solicited from all inter- 
ested in this branch the work. 


The Institute buildings are’ beautifully situated on nearly two:acres 
of ground, not far from the centre of the town, and near the three 
railroad depots.
